Citizens will have the opportuni¬ 
ty to stand on a soapbox tonight 
at the first of four public sessions 
outlining Phase 2 of the proposed 
multi-use outdoor stadium for 
Halifax. 

Kim Mason, chair of the citi¬ 
zen-led steering committee select¬ 
ed by Halifax regional council in 
March, said she’s expecting a good 
mix of stadium advocates and 
adversaries at the Halifax Forum’s 
Maritime Hall at 7 p.m. 

“We’re looking to get a sense of 
what (the public) envisions as the 
stadium... but also to help us with 
understanding people’s objec¬ 
tions and determining a response 
to those objections,” she said yes¬ 
terday. 


Mason is hoping to hear from 
“as many people as possible.” 

“These sessions are not out 
there for the sake of saying we 
consulted with the public. They’re 
meaningful sessions where we 
need to hear those that are in 
favour and those that are 
opposed.” 

The session series continues 
tomorrow at Farrell Hall in Dart¬ 
mouth with location and design 
the topic. 

On Nov. 16, the committee will 
recap highlights from the first 
two meetings while “validating 
that we captured public senti¬ 
ment,” said Mason. And it’s all 
leading up to a presentation of 
the draft design in early Decem¬ 
ber. 

The sessions are a part of Phase 
2 of regional council’s $275,000 
feasibility study of the stadium.

Search for 
missing 
woman 
expanded 

New Glasgow Police 
searched vacant buildings 
on the outskirts of town 
limits yesterday looking for 
a missing 19-year-old 
woman. 

Const. Ken MacDonald 
said an extensive search of 
the area around Dooley’s in 
New Glasgow was conduct¬ 
ed Monday by police, 
ground search and rescue, 
firefighters, DNR and 
volunteers for Amber Kir- 
wan, who was last seen out¬ 
side of the bar around 
1 a.m. Sunday. 

He said this perimeter 
was extended further yes¬ 
terday with the assistance 
of New Glasgow’s K-9 unit. 

“We expanded the 
perimeter and within that 
perimeter are some vacant 
buildings that had been 
subject to vandalism and 
subjected to being a youth 
hangout. We want to do a 
systematic search of these 
areas in question because it 
is still a missing person re¬ 
port,” he said. 

He said video tapes of lo¬ 
cal businesses in the area 
have been viewed, but as of 
yesterday afternoon, there 
were no new leads. Anyone 
with information about Kir- 
wan’s whereabouts is asked 
to contact New Glasgow Po¬ 
lice or Crime Stoppers.

Shipbuilding and a strand¬ 
ed ship dominated the 
tete-Mete between Pre¬ 
mier Darrell Dexter and 
interim federal NDP 
Leader Nycole Turmel in 
Halifax yesterday. 

Turmel and Dexter 
spoke on a range of issues, 
from the economy to up¬ 
coming health-care nego¬ 
tiations between the 
provinces and the federal 
government. But with ru¬ 
mours of an imminent de¬ 
cision on $35 billion 
worth of shipbuilding 
contracts and concerns 
over a beached cargo ship 
off Cape Breton Island, 
the nautical carried the 
day. 

Concerning the ship¬ 
building contracts, 

Turmel said she does not 
support one shipyard’s 
bid over another. 

“For us, federally, we’re 
looking for a fair, accessi¬ 
ble and transparent 
process to make sure 
there’s work for eveiy- 
body,” Turmel told re¬ 
porters at Province House. 

That’s been a common 
refrain from politicians in 
the lead up to the decision 
on who gets what from 
the National Shipbuilding 
Procurement Strategy, 
which will be made by an 
independent secretariat. 
Nova Scotia, British Co-

lumbia and Quebec have 
yards in the running. 

While the interim 
leader wants the inde¬ 
pendent process to run its 
course, she said provinces 
are within their rights to 
lobby the federal govern¬ 
ment on the issue. 

“That’s OK with me, 1 
don’t have any problems 
with that,” said Turmel, 
referring to Nova Scotia’s 
ubiquitous Ships Start 
Here campaign.

Premier wants answers 
from Ottawa on MV Miner 


O On Saturday, coast guards reported seeing signs indicating some kind of 
spill from ship O An inspection yesterday found no sign of oil pollution 


In the three weeks since an 
empty bulk carrier ran 
aground off Cape Breton, 
Premier Darrell Dexter 
says he has yet to get a 
straight answer from Ot¬ 
tawa about who is in 
charge of the file. 

Dexter said yesterday 
his officials have been talk¬ 
ing to the coast guard and 
Transport Canada but nei¬ 
ther of those federal agen¬ 
cies has committed to 
offering any direction, 
even though the matter is 


within federal jurisdiction. 

“The fact of the matter 
is that the ship itself is a 
potential source of harm to 
the fishing grounds there,” 
Dexter said. 

“This issue is: who in 
the federal government is 
going to provide direction? 
... We are talking to all of 
the departments, but as of 
yet we have not received a 
reply.” 

Even though all of the 
diesel and oily bilge water 
have been removed from 



the badly damaged MV 
Miner, Dexter said the 230- 


metre ship remains a 
threat because it is proba¬ 
bly coated in lead paint 
and contains electronic 
gear that could contami¬ 
nate the surrounding wa¬ 
ter. 

The huge ship, a former 
Great Lakes freighter, was 
being towed by a tug to a 
scrapyard in Turkey when 
it broke free of its tow line 
in rough seas and ran 
aground on Scatarie Island 
on Sept. 20.

Canada to give hefty 
sum for Libya recovery 

O Foreign Affairs minister pledges $10M to control weapons and build 
democracy O On top of $10.6M of Canadian humanitarian aid already given 


Moammar Gadhafi’s unse¬ 
cured arsenal of mass- 
destruction weapons poses 
a threat to Libya and the 
world at large, Canada’s 
Foreign Affairs minister 
said yesterday. 

John Baird offered his 
assessment after touring 
Gadhafi’s notorious Tripoli 
compound of Bab al-Azizia, 
now transformed by NATO 
bombs and rebel forces in¬ 
to a riotous wasteland that 
celebrates newfound liber¬ 
ty while defiling the de¬ 
posed dictator’s memory. 

“This country is armed 
to the hilt. We want to see a 
demilitarization to support 
the new government,” 


Baird said on his second, 
secretive trip to Libya, this 
time to the country’s 
capital. 

Just as he did in June on 
a trip to Benghazi, Baird 
travelled to Libya via Italy 
under heavy security and a 
strict news blackout, a tes¬ 
tament to the continuing 
volatility in this North 
AMcan country. 

“We know there are sev¬ 
en warehouses of weapons 
of mass destruction, chemi¬ 
cal weapons, that Gadhafi 
showed the world,” said 
the minister. 

Government officials say 
the funds will help Libya 
clean up the 23,000 shoul-

der-fired, anti-aircraft mis¬ 
sile launchers still in circu¬ 
lation, and deal with the 
reality of guns everywhere. 

Canada’s share is part of 
a larger international con¬ 
tribution to that effort, said 
officials. 


Baird held talks with 
Mustafa Abdul-Jalil, chair¬ 
man of the Libya’s new pro¬ 
visional government, at the 
National Transitional Coun¬ 
cil’s Tripoli headquarters. 
He offered “congratula¬ 
tions on the transformative 
events that have been tak¬ 
ing place in Libya.” 

Canada is co-ordinating 
its future rebuilding efforts 
in Libya with its interna¬ 
tional partners, who are all 
working under a United 
Nations umbrella. 

Assessment teams are 
on the ground in Libya to 
meet the NTC to 
plan the next moves.

Kathy Dunderdale made 
histoiy last night by be¬ 
coming the first woman 
elected premier of New¬ 
foundland and Labrador. 

“My heart is stirring 
with pride tonight,” said 
Dunderdale as she led the 
Progressive Conservative 
party to its third-straight 
majority government. 

Dunderdale, 59, told 
throngs of supporters at a 
downtown St.John’s hotel: 
“As 1 stand here tonight, 1 
can’t help but wonder 
what my grandmother and 
great grandmother would 
think. 

“Until 1925, a woman 
could not vote in New¬ 
foundland and Labrador.”

Dunderdale easily won 
her St. John’s-area riding 
of Virginia Waters. But the 
night wasn’t without loss 
for the Tories, as two of 
their cabinet ministers 
went down in defeat. 

Dunderdale ran a classic 
front-runner’s campaign 
without any major gaffes. 

The Tories were elected 
in 37 ridings. 

The New Democrats, a 
perennial third-place fin¬ 
isher, also made a break¬ 
through as the party won 
five seats — its highest to¬ 
tal ever. 

But the Liberals clung 
onto official Opposition 
status, as they were elect¬ 
ed in six ridings.

One-fifth of doctor 
disciplinary cases in the 
last decade involved 
repeat offenders, suggest¬ 
ing a need for greater 
monitoring, Toronto 
researchers conclude. 

The researchers looked 
at the cases of doctors who 
were disciplined by their 
provincial medical licens¬ 
ing bodies between 2000 
and 2009. 

Of the 606 cases in 
total, they found that 92 
per cent of those doctors 
were men.

Hundreds of protesters, em¬ 
boldened by the growing 
national outciy against 
what they see as the greed 
of Wall Street, streamed 
past the homes of some of 
the country’s richest resi¬ 
dents yesterday in a “Mil¬ 
lionaires March ” 

Members of the Occupy 
Wall Street movement and 
other groups walked up the 
sidewalks of Manhattan’s 


East Side, along world- 
famous streets lined with 
swank apartment towers. 

Protesters have been 
camped out for weeks in 
lower Manhattan’s Zuccotti 
Park sa 5 dng they’re fighting 
for the “99 per cent,” of 
Americans who do not fall 
into the wealthiest one per 
cent of the population. 

Several hundred protest¬ 
ers were arrested in New 


York more than a week ago 
after police said they ig¬ 
nored warnings not to 
block traffic on the Brook- 
13 m Bridge. 

Their causes range from 
bringing down Wall Street 
to fighting global warming. 
The movement gained trac¬ 
tion through social media, 
and protests have taken 
place in several other U.S.

O Court found Yulia Tymoshenko guilty of 
abuse of office O Sentenced to 7 years in prison 


Former prime minister Yu¬ 
lia T 3 mioshenko, a popular 
opposition leader who once 
s 3 mibolized Western hopes 
for a democratic Ukraine, 
was convicted of abuse of 
office yesterday in a verdict 
condemned by the U.S. and 
European Union as politi¬ 
cally motivated. 

The charismatic politi¬ 
cian denounced the court 
even before the judge fin¬ 
ished speaking. She com¬ 
pared it to the 1930s purges 
and show trials of Soviet 
dictator Josef Stalin and 
promised Ukrainians: “I 
will always be with you.” 

T 3 mioshenko’s convic¬ 
tion bodes ill for Ukraine’s 
aspirations to shake off 
Russian influence, integrate 
more closely into the West,

and eventually join the 27- 
nation European bloc. 

The verdict capped a 
chaotic trial that started in 
late June and saw scuffles 
between T 3 mioshenko’s 


supporters and opponents 
in court. 

The court found Ty¬ 
moshenko, 50, guilty of 
abuse of office in the sign¬ 
ing of a natural gas import 
contract with Russia in 
2009, sa 3 dng she lacked an 
official authorization for 
the deal and had agreed to a 
price that was too high for 
Ukraine’s economy. 

But, T 3 mioshenko main¬ 
tained her innocence, say¬ 
ing that as prime minister 
she did not need any special 
permission to order the 
signing of the deal. She says 
her actions helped end a 
bitter pricing dispute be¬ 
tween Moscow and K 5 dv, 
which had led to energy 
supply shortages across Eu¬ 
rope.

O Union set to resume talks if key issues addressed 
O Unclear why two agreements rejected by members 


The federal government is 
moving to prevent a strike 
Thursday by Air Canada 
flight attendants by send¬ 
ing the matter to the Cana¬ 
da Industrial Relations 
Board for review. 

Labour Minister Lisa 
Raitt told CTV News that a 
reference will be sent to the 
board today asking it to ex¬ 
amine the difficulties in 
winning ratification of two 
tentative agreements 
reached by company and 
union negotiators. 

“While the matter is be¬ 
fore the CIRB, there cannot 


be a work stoppage,” Raitt 
said from Vancouver. 

The latest twist in Air 
Canada’s troubled contract 
negotiations comes after 
members of the union re¬ 
jected the latest agreement, 
which was supported by 
leaders of the Canadian 
Union of Public Employees. 

“Our members are clear¬ 
ly frustrated, and are de¬ 
manding their sacrifices 
over the past 10 years be ad¬ 
dressed,” said Jeff Taylor, 
president of the Air Canada 
Component of the Canadi¬ 
an Union of Public Employ¬ 


ees. “Air Canada must be 
prepared to move on our 
key issues.” 

The tentative deal was 
reached Sept. 20 with the 
help of a federal mediator 
appointed by Raitt and the 
threat of back-to-work legis¬ 
lation. 

The reference buys the 
government time to pass 
back to work legislation 
once the House of Com¬ 
mons resumes Monday. Air 
Canada would operate a 
partial schedule if a strike 
occurred.

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Nova Scotia Nominee Program, 
Economic Stream Refund 


If you paid fees to the Economic Stream of the Nova Scotia 
Nominee Program, you might be able to get some money back 
from the Province of Nova Scotia. Read this to find out more. 

What is this about? 

A lawsuit was started against the Province of Nova Scotia in 2009. 
The goal was to get a refund for people who applied for and paid 
fees into the former Economic Stream of the Nova Scotia 
Nominee Program. The Supreme Court of Nova Scotia has now 
certified that lawsuit as a class action. Your legal rights may be 
affected. The lawyers for both sides have made a deal that would 
give a refund to eligible people. The Supreme Court of Nova 
Scotia approved the settlement as fair and reasonable. 

Am i included? 

You are if you (1) paid money to Nova Scotia under the 
Economic Stream of the Nova Scotia Nominee Program, 

(2) landed and obtained permanent resident status in Canada, and 

(3) did not already get a refund. As long as you told the truth in 
your application and immigration filings, you should be eligible 
for a refund. 


What does this mean for me? 

If you are a Class Member, your legal rights are affected. You will 
benefit from any settlement, but you must give up your right to 
sue the Government of Nova Scotia on your own. 

How much will I get? 

If you were not paid anything under a business mentorship, you 
wiU get $63,750 back if your claim is approved ($75,000 less an 
approved 15% fee of $11,250). If you were paid under a business 
mentorship, the amount you were paid will be deducted from 
$75,000.The 15% fee will be taken from the net amount. 

Do I have to pay anything out of my own pocket? 

No. The lawyers' fees have already been accounted for in the 
amount set out above. You will not be billed. The Supreme Court 
approved the lawyers’ fee as fair and reasonable 

How do I get my money? 

You have to fill in a Claim Form. A copy of the Claim Form 
can be found at http://uww.branchmacmaster.com/nova-scotia- 
immigration/. You must mail, fax, or email in the form by 

May 4, 2012. 

What if I do not want to take part? 

If you do not want to take part, you have to opt out. If you 
opt out, you wiU not get any benefit from the settlement. 
You wiU have to sue the Government of Nova Scotia on 
your own if you wish to recover anything. To opt out, go to 
http: // WWW. branchmacmaster.com /nova-scotia-immigration /, download 
the opt out form, and submit it to the address listed. If you want 
to opt out, you must do so before Jan. 5 2012. 

What if too many people opt out? 

If more than 50 people opt out, the Province has the right to 
cancel the settlement. Neither the Province nor the lawyer for the 
class expect this to occur however.

WEIRD NEWS 

Who nose? 

Simply blowing your nose could 
now produce energy-making results 
as scientists have discovered a way 
of converting human breathing into 
electricity. 

Professor Xudong Wang and his 
team have made a tiny device that 
generates a small amount of 
electricity when a low-speed airflow 
such as human respiration passes 
over it. 

The engineers at the University of 
Wisconsin-Madison used a special 
plastic named pol 3 rvinylidene fluo¬ 
ride that can produce an electrical 


charge in response to a mechanical 
stress, a phenomenon known as the 
‘piezoelectric effect.’ This plastic 
was small enough to be put inside a 
human nose. 

“We calculated that if we could 
make this material thin enough, 
small vibrations could produce a mi¬ 
crowatt of electrical energy that 
could be useful for sensors or other 
devices implanted in the face,” 

Wang says. The engineer added that 
airflow from a human breath travels 
at less than two metres per second. 

One microwatt of energy may 
sound minuscule but it is enough to 
power biomedical devices such a 
heart pacemaker or a diabetic’s glu¬ 
cose monitor.

Holl 3 Ay^ood is so into recy¬ 
cling you’d think A1 Gore 
was running a studio and 
green lighting movies. 
This year alone we’ve seen 
reimaginings, reboots and 
redos galore, from Straw 
Dogs and Footloose to Co¬ 
nan the Barbarian and The 
Mechanic. 

It seems Tinseltown 
never met an idea it could¬ 
n’t endlessly recycle. 

This is particularly true 
in the horror genre. In the 
last 12 months, Cohn Far¬ 
rell clipped on Chris 


Sarandon’s used fangs in a 
remake of Fright Night, 
and this weekend. The 
Thing is, according to 
IMDB, “a prequel to a re¬ 
make of an adaptation of 
the novella Who Goes 
There?” Whatever it is, 
original it’s not. 

Not that all original 
horror films are better 
than their remakes. David 
Cronenberg’s dark vision 
enhanced the story of The 
Fly, delivering the real 
scares that the campy 
1958 version lacked, and 
1978’s Invasion of the 
Body Snatchers is far 
creepier than its cinematic 


predecessor. 

The Blob, the tale of 
what happens when germ 
warfare goes awry, has 
been made a couple of 
times. 

The original is an unin¬ 
tentionally funny flick 
with more giggles than 
gore, but it inspired a se¬ 
quel, a remake and, if the 
rumours are true, a bloody 
revamp by horror maestro 
Rob Zombie. 

I have a soft spot for the 
low-budget charm of the 
1958 version, although the 
1988 reboot has a smarter- 
than-it-needs-to-be script 
co-written by Frank 


Darabont and a cool 
tagline — “Scream now! 
while you can still 
breathe!” 

Count Dracula is one of 
the most portrayed char¬ 
acters on the big screen, 
having appeared in more 
horror films than any oth¬ 
er famous monster of film¬ 
land. Eighty years after he 
first portrayed the vam¬ 
pire in the 1931 film Drac¬ 
ula, Bela Lugosi is still the 
most famous blood sucker 
of them all, although for 
my money, two British ac¬ 
tors — Gary Oldham in 
Bram Stoker’s Dracula and 
Christopher Lee in Horror 


of Dracula — are tip-top 
Transylvanians. 

Unlike his work in 
Scream, Wes Craven’s ear¬ 
ly films didn’t have any of 
the self-depreciating hu¬ 
mour to go along with the 
scares. 

His first movies were 
brutal, bloody and grim, 
usually all at once. Recent 
remakes of The Last House 
on the Left — rated R for 
“sadistic violence” — and 
The Hills Have Eyes — 
“The lucky ones die 
first!”— don’t have quite 
the impact of the Vietnam 
era originals, but still re¬ 
quire a strong stomach.

In fact, 
with its warm summers 
and trademark wet and 
mild B.C. winters, the area 
is perfect for growing Pinot 
Noir and Pinot Gris Grapes, 
which is why new wineries 
are sprouting up every year. 

Cowichan Valley itself is 
a great little paradise nes¬ 
tled among towering old 
growth forests, quiet beach¬ 
es and meandering rivers. 
Combine that with some 
good vino and you’ve got 
yourself a wirming combi¬ 
nation. Centrally located 
between the cities of Victo¬ 
ria and Nanaimo, there is 
also no shortage of outdoor 
fun. I found myself sur¬ 
rounded by curious seals 
one morning as my one- 
man kayak skimmed the 
calm Pacific Ocean in front 
of the cosy Ocean Point Ho¬ 


tel in Cowichan Bay. These 
friendly little guys (almost 
looked like a pack of pup¬ 
pies poking there heads up) 
were all around my vessel. 
It was a very cool way to 
spend a morning. 

No trip to wine country 
would be complete without 
sampling the product. I 
was impressed by my visit 
to several wineries in the 
area, including Averill 
Creek vineyards, which 
happens to be the largest 
on the Island. I found my¬ 
self sipping a very palatable 
Pinot Noir reserve on the 
slope of Mount Prevost, 
while taking in the spectac¬ 
ular view of Cowichan val¬ 
ley. It felt like I was sitting 
in Napa, only without the 
pomp and the prices. 
Nothing like a relaxing 
weekend exploring the best 
kept secret in B.C.

This lasagna, made with 
creamy bechamel sauce, is 
indulgent. “I love all kinds 
of mushrooms, so it’s a 
nice lasagna with all the 
mushrooms and bechamel 
and cheese. It’s pretty sim¬ 
ple but really delicious,” 
says Stefano Faita, host of 
CBC-TV’s weekday after¬ 
noon show In The Kitchen 
with Stefano Faita. 

He adds that it’s a great 
entree to serve to friends 
at a dinner party. 

Preparation: 

I ln saucepan, melt butter 
over medium heat. Add 
flour and stir to combine 
to make a roux. Contin¬ 
ue to cook and stir, 2 to 
3 minutes. Gradually 
whisk in milk, making 
sure to incorporate the 
roux into milk. Continue 
to whisk mixture and 
bring to a boil. Reduce 
heat and simmer, whisk¬ 
ing frequently, until 
sauce is thickened, 
about 10 minutes. 

2 In bowl, soak dried 

mushrooms in warm wa¬ 
ter for 20 mins. Drain. 
Chop and set aside. 

3 Heat 2 large skillets over 
medium heat. Add 30 ml 
(2 tbsp) olive oil and 30 
ml (2 tbsp) butter to 
each pan. Divide onion 
and garlic between 2 


pans. Cook until they 
begin to soften, 2 to 3 
minutes. 

Increase heat to medium 
high and divide fresh 
mushrooms and 
chopped herbs between 
the 2 pans. Saute mush¬ 
rooms until golden 
brown, 8 to 10 minutes. 
Add chopped dried 
mushrooms and contin¬ 
ue to cook for 2 
minutes. Deglaze pans 
with white wine and 
cook until most of the 
wine has evaporated. 


5 Heat oven to igo C (375 
F). Then in a large 
saucepan of boiling salt¬ 
ed water, cook sheets of 
lasagna in batches, 3 to 
4 sheets at a time, until 
al dente. Immediately 
plunge them into cold 
water to stop the cook¬ 
ing process and transfer 
to a clean towel in a sin¬ 
gle layer to drain. 

6 Butter 20 -by- 30 -cm ( 8 - 
by- 12 -inch) baking dish. 

7 To assemble lasagna: 
Add a few tablespoons 
of bechamel to lightly 


cover bottom of baking 
dish. Add, in layers, 2 
lasagna sheets, about a 
quarter of the 
mushroom mixture, a 
quarter of the 
remaining bechamel 
sauce, 30 ml (2 tbsp) 
grated Asiago and 30 ml 
(2 tbsp) grated 
Parmesan cheese. 

Repeat 4 times, adding 
cheese every other layer. 
For the top layer, finish 
with just grated cheese, 
about 125 ml ( 1/2 cup) 
of Asiago and 125 ml 
( 1/2 cup) of Parmesan 
cheese. Add more

seems so cliche to say that I 
worked hard, but I worked 
harder than I ever have be¬ 
fore because I knew that 
once I left school with my 
two-year diploma. I’d prob¬ 
ably have to be twice as 
employable as the gradu¬ 
ate who held a degree. 

My strategy firom the 
first day of school was to 
focus on a marketing ca¬ 
reer. So even though I did¬ 
n’t take a marketing 
program, all of the skills I 
was learning were directly 
applicable to any job with¬ 
in the marketing realm. 

My passion has always 
been writing, but I did not 
want to specialize in any¬ 
thing and potentially pi¬ 
geon-hole myself before I 
even landed my first job. 
So by opening up my skill- 
set I felt like I could fit into 
whatever position was 
needed within a large mar¬

Like most students, 
once I graduated, I had a 
huge pile of student loan 
and credit card debt to deal 
with. I knew I needed to 
get a job and eliminate my 
debt as fast as possible, so I 
kept my ear to the ground 
and started networking 
like crazy. 

One day, I got word 
from a friend that there

I don’t have 
any remarkable skills, a 
huge network of infiu- 
encers, or a lot of educa¬ 
tion to back me up but I’ve 
been able to succeed be¬ 
cause of my hard work, de¬ 
termination, and the 
ability to create opportuni¬ 
ties for myself 

When you are fresh out 
of school, all you need to 


focus on is getting your 
foot in the door. Normally, 
entiy-level positions are 
not glamorous. In fact, it 
might not look an 3 fthing 
like the dream job you’ve 
been imagining - but 
that’s OK! We all have to 
start somewhere. Do a 
good job with eveiy task 
you are assigned, work 
hard, and be proactive in 
asking for more responsi¬ 
bility.

“Zombies are a kind of 
ingredient you can add to 
any cultural product and 
make it look slightly differ¬ 
ent,” he said. “It will turn it 
into a funny parody of con¬ 
temporary cultures, and 
somehow that appeals to 
cultures across the globe.” 

The idea of zombies 
originally came from the 
voodoo culture in Haiti. 
The word “zombi” was 
used to describe a brainless 
slave labourer raised from 
the dead by a bokor, or sor¬ 
cerer. 


The now-familiar mod¬ 
em zombie was popular¬ 
ized and turned into a 
phenomenon in 1968 by 
way of the unexpected pop¬ 
ularity of director George 
Romero’s low-budget hor¬ 
ror classic Night of the Liv¬ 
ing Dead. 

Gisele Baxter of UBC’s 
English department, who 
specializes in gothic cul¬ 


ture and post-apocal 3 ^tic 
fiction, says Romero’s film 
took the horror genre one 
step further. 

“Romero was influential 
in spawning everyday hor¬ 
ror that doesn’t deal with 
mad scientists or external¬ 
ized threats, but deals with 
threats we associate with 
nightmares, personal 
threats and very primal 


fears,” she says. 

The audience identifies 
with zombie stories be¬ 
cause people today are fas¬ 
cinated and fearful of the 
possibility of an apoca- 
l 3 ^se, widespread annihila¬ 
tion or a viral pandemic, 
Baxter says. 

The metaphorical possi¬ 
bilities and themes inher¬ 
ent in zombie stories also 
appeal to modem filmmak¬ 
ers because they can exper¬ 
iment with notions of what 
people would do to survive 
in a kill-or-be-killed world. 

Both Mathijs and Baxter 
have been fascinated by the 
emergence of new, creative 


ways of incorporating the 
zombie factor into popular 
culture. One recent innova¬ 
tion is the spoof novel Pride 
and Prejudice and Zombies, 
which is being adapted into 
a film. 

“When you think of 
Pride and Prejudice, the 
last thing you think about 
is zombies,” Baxter says. 
“The juxtaposition of these 
immensely different things 
really fascinated people. 
Then it spawned a lot of 
copycat titles, which is veiy 
impressive because people 
found the energy and imag¬ 
ination to do an 5 ^hing with 
these titles.” 


Walking dead rising with a vengeance 


Zombie culture is on the 
rise, so to speak, in the 
HRM. 

Joni Crocker, an organiz¬ 
er with Hal-Con, Halifax’s 
science-fiction convention, 
says that, just as zombies 
crave brains, Haligonians 
thirst for everything zom¬ 
bie-related. From dressing 
like them to learning how 
to fight them, the culture 
has infected the region. 

Halifax’s Zombie Walk 
has been growing steadily 


over the years. It attracted 
about 100 brain-seekers in 
2009, and its attendance 
has been doubling every 
year. 

“There are a lot of zom¬ 
bie fans in Halifax,” Crock¬ 
er says. “The zombie walks 
have been huge, and this 
year was the biggest. There 
were zombies every¬ 
where.” 

Crocker also referred to 
a global Facebook group 
called The Hardest Part of 


the Zombie Apocal 3 ^se 
Will Be Pretending I’m Not 
Excited, which has more 
than 33,000 likes. 

Although Crocker 
knows a lot about the liv¬ 
ing dead, she would be 
quick to grab a shotgun 
during a zombie attack. 

“I’m pro-humanity. 1 
want humanity to win, not 
the zombies.” 

She said a workshop on 
surviving a zombie apoca- 
l 3 q)se will return to Hal- 


Con this year, mentioning 
it was moved to a bigger 
venue last year because 
there was so much inter¬ 
est. 

Crocker is also organiz¬ 
ing a panel to discuss zom¬ 
bies in popular culture, 
with dates and times to be

It’s remarkable how the 
living dead have defined 
the post-millennium Zeit¬ 
geist more than any other 
pop-culture entity. 

From Max Brooks’ best¬ 
selling novel World War Z 
(an upcoming film adapta¬ 
tion will star Brad Pitt) to a 
glut of first-person shooter 
videogames to mainstream 
television with AMC’s The 
Walking Dead (now in its 
second season), the zombie 
has mysteriously reached 
the peak of his popularity. 

But it’s been a long, slow 
progression, a road littered 
with taboo and terror, and 
most of it can be traced 
back to the brain of one 
man, the master of zombie 
lore, George A. Romero. 

It was Romero who, in 
1968, took the basic thrust 
of Richard Matheson’s 
shattering vampire apoca- 
l 3 ^se novel I Am Legend 
and brought the dead back 
to life with his game¬ 
changing black-and-white 
masterpiece Night of the 
Living Dead. 

That film would spawn a 
series of rip-offs, sequels 
(Romero directed Dawn of 
the Dead in 1978 and fol¬ 
lowed that with four more 
Dead pictures; Dawn was 
remade in 2004) and even¬ 
tually spoofs like Edgar 
Wright’s smash-hit comedy

And that is what’s so 
spooky about the concept 
of the zombie. They’re us, 
back from our final rest, 
hungry to devour the peo¬ 
ple we once loved. Zombies 
are ugly, grotesque shad¬ 
ows of their former selves. 
They smell bad, as all their 
parts have long soured. 
And they’re lethally dumb, 
driven only by an instinct 
to kill. 

Zombies are not nice, 
and if, by some sort of bio¬ 
logically bad stroke of viral 
luck, Romero’s fantastical 
prophecies were to come 
true, if mankind were to 
suddenly be under siege 
from a revolution of the 
dead ... what would we do? 

Or more importantly, 
what shouldn’t we do? 

Metro thought long and 
hard about this and, using 
commentary from George 
Romero and his frequent 
collaborator, iconic FX wiz¬ 
ard, director and actor Tom 
Savini, we now offer you a 
selection of “do nots” in 
the face of a potential zom- 
bie-geddon. 




Zombies aren’t bears. As a few unfortunate charac¬ 
ters in Romero’s 2010 horror-western Survival of the 
Dead discover, they aren’t afraid of the water 

When rogue SWAT cops go for a dip to escape the 
ghouls, they soon discover the dead — who, remem¬ 
ber, don’t breathe — are excellent swimmers and 
have no problem eating whilst underwater. 

Romero: I had underwater zombie stuff in Land 
and Diary but really played with it here. There is a 
lot of humour in Survival, but it’s also really melan¬ 
cholic, less free-and-easy. Though at this stage of my 
life. I’m thinking of calling the next one — if there 
is a next one — Enough of the Dead! 

Savini: Forget swimming. I go where there are 
places to run and things to hide behind, maybe up 
high, where I can blast away at them and they can't 
get to me. 

See also: Zombie (1979) the Italian Dawn ripofif 
that sees an underwater zom attack a shocked skin¬ 
ny dipper before doing titanic battle with a great 
white shark! 



In Romero’s incredibly infiuential 1978 epic Dawn of 
the Dead, a handful of survivors land their helicopter on 
the roof of Pittsburgh’s Monroeville Mall and block out 
the corpses, creating a Shangri-la of material bliss. 

But when the ghouls gain entrance as they always do, 
chopper pilot Fly Boy (David Emge) stupidly takes the lift. 
And when those doors open up, a horde of fiesheaters 
burst in and ride with him. The following scenes are goiy 
and should serve as a warning to potential zombie 
survivalists to always take the stairs. 

Romero: Dawn is a romp, and I think it’s the most en¬ 
tertaining of all the Dead films. I really cut loose and did it 
as “comic book,” as I wanted to do it. But when Fly Boy 
gets it there’s tragedy in there too. 

Savini: The other thing Dawn teaches you is that your 
friends should not know where the hell you’re hiding, 
just in case they become zom¬ 
bies with good memories.

2007’s Diary of the Dead saw 
Romero doing the faux-documen¬ 
tary approach with a bunch of 
contemporary, tech-sawy kids 
shooting the zombie outbreak 
with their camcorders and stick¬ 
ing the resulting mess onto the 
Internet. 

Of course, in their mad quest 
to “shoot the dead” they forget 
that cannibal corpses don’t give a 
damn about their 15 minutes of 
fame, and most of them get gob¬ 
bled up, regardless of their cine¬ 
matic pretensions. 

Romero: Diary is about that 
eye in the sky that’s watching us 
all and us pretending the 
problem doesn’t exist. Never a 
good thing. 

See also: The Zombie Ziaries 
(2007) is a similar first-person 
British movie where members of 
a crew try to film the unfilmable 
and end up players in their own 
drama.

It’s been some time since 
the Dalhousie Tigers were 
talked about as an Atlantic 
University Sport men’s 
hockey contender. 

But after crawling out of 
the basement and ending a 
miserable six-year playoff 
absence last season, the 
Tigers are hoping they fi¬ 
nally will be included in 
that conversation. 

Dalhousie finished sixth 
among eight teams last sea¬ 
son with a 13-15 record be¬ 
fore being swept in the 
flrst round by the AUS 
champion St. Francis 
Xavier X-Men. 

“Last year, we put our 
toes in the water,” said 
head coach Pete Belliveau, 
who took over the Tigers 
prior to 2008-09 and im¬ 
proved their win total from 
four, to eight, to 13. 

“This year, we definitely 
want to dive in and stay in 
the water a long time and 
make a little bit more 
noise.” 

Twenty players are back 
from last season’s roster. 
Returnees combined for 86 
of Dalhousie’s 91 goals in 
2010-11, including 15 from 
first-team all-star Benjamin 
Breault.

For Sidney Crosby, it was 
another encouraging day 
without any setbacks. 

It was also a day with 
no change to his status. 

Crosby went through 
another Pittsburgh Pen¬ 
guins morning skate with¬ 
out contact yesterday as 
the Cole Harbour native 
continues to recover from 
a concussion. It’s exactly 
the same status the super- 
star has had since the start 
of training camp more 
than three weeks ago. 

And if the Penguins 
were hoping the day of 
their home opener versus 
the Florida Panthers 
might bring news they 
have waited months to 
hear — that Crosby has 
been cleared for contact, 
at least during practice — 
they were left disappoint¬ 
ed. 

While general manager 
Ray Shero said Monday he 
anticipated that Crosby 
would visit his concussion 
specialist yesterday — per¬ 
haps to get clearance to 
undergo full contact — 
Crosby said no such visit 
was scheduled. 

Crosby generally meets 
with specialist Michael 
(Micky) Collins at least 
once a week to review his 
status. There was some an¬ 
ticipation that the meet¬ 
ing might be yesterday, 
since Crosby and the Pen¬ 
guins returned Monday 
from a five-day road trip to 
Western Canada. 

“I don’t know who said 
I had an appointment to¬ 


day but I don’t,” Crosby 
said. “It’s the same as usu¬ 
al — I feel good. It went 
good today and I’m excit¬ 
ed to be home.” 

Both the player and 
team knew this would be 
an extended process as 
Crosby healed from a con¬ 
cussion that affected his 
vestibular system, the part 
of the body that controls 
movement and balance. 
Even the act of skating 
briskly required some re¬ 


learning on Crosby’s part, 
and he has spent much of 
the year unable to do such 
routine tasks as watching 
TV or reading a newspaper 
without experiencing dis¬ 
comfort. 

But after having some 
concussion-related S 5 mip- 
toms all the way up until a 
couple of weeks before 
training camp began Sept. 
17, Crosby has been S 5 mip- 
tom-free.

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Longer and wider Idle Stop and Go Engine 


Kia’s California-based stylists really sharpened 
their pencils (or computer programs) in design¬ 
ing the new Rio duo and devised a larger canvas 
on which to do it. 

Both the sedan and hatchback 5-Door are a bit 
longer and wider than their predecessors and 
the distance between their front and rear wheels 
has grovm by a leg-stretching three inches. 

The sheetmetal is now much more pleasing, 
especially on the slinkier hatch that has its own 
grille, bumper and, of course, rear door. 


The powerplant’s claim to fame is the adoption of 
what Kia calls Idle Stop and Go (ISG). This feature, 
available only in combination with the automatic 
transmission, shuts down the engine when the 
Rio comes to a complete stop, then instantly fires 
it up again when the brake pedal is released. 

ISG is part of an optional Eco D 3 mamics 
Package that includes a special alternator that dis¬ 
engages under high engine load (such as when 
heading up a hill) to reduce power-sapping drag 
and improve fuel economy. 


The Rio’s power output has been signifi¬ 
cantly increased. The 1.6-litre four-cylin¬ 
der produces 138 horses and 123 
pound-feet of torque. That’s a gain of 28 
horses and 16 pound-feet of torque com¬ 
pared to the outgoing 1.6, which is sig¬ 
nificant on a 1,135-kilogram vehicle. 

The lighter-by-13 kilograms engine is 
connected to a six-speed manual trans¬ 
mission or an optional six-speed 
automatic.

Eos owners typically wish 
for more back seat space, better rear¬ 
ward visibility, and more storage 
space for smaller, at-hand items with¬ 
in the cabin. Limited trunk space is 
also an issue with some owners. 



Common issues 

Start a test-drive of a poten¬ 
tial used Eos by looking for 
water leaks. Many Eos own¬ 
ers have reported some lev¬ 
el of water leakage through 
the convertible top, so 
check carpeting, the roof 
panels and the roof storage 
area for signs of water dam¬ 
age or dampness. 

All on-board electronics 
should also be tested for 
proper performance. Note 
that a rough idle, 
hesitation, or a check- 
engine light could be 
caused by glitch ignition- 
system parts. 

Verdict 

Consider the Eos a roomi¬ 
er and more sensible alter¬ 
native to machines like a 
Mazda MX-5 or Saturn Sky 
in the used market — 
thanks to its back seat and 
the year-round driving 
confidence of front-wheel 
drive.

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FUEL EFFICIENCY FACES INTRIGUING PARADOX

We instinctively 
equate fuel efficiency 
with fuel 

conservation, but they 
are completely differ¬ 
ent concepts. If fact, 
fuel efficiency can ac¬ 
tually lead to more fu¬ 
el consumption. 

T his disturbing 
notion was first 
documented in 
a scholarly way, 
back in 1865, 
by the British 
economist, W. Stanley 
Jevons. 

He argued that the tech¬ 
nological improvements, 
which increased the 
amount of energy one 
could extract out of a cer¬ 
tain amount of coal, actual¬ 
ly led to more coal use, not 
less. The notion has since 
been known as the Jevons 
Paradox. 

1 had my own Jevons Par¬ 
adox moment this past 
weekend. 1 made an extra 
run to my ancestral bunga¬ 
low, 100 kilometres away, 
mostly because 1 had access 
to a veiy efficient vehicle —

the cute and zippy Chevro¬ 
let Sonic. 

With the Sonic’s high¬ 
way fuel consumption rat¬ 
ing of 5.1 L/lOO km, the 200 
km round trip burned up 
about 11 litres of regular, at 
$1.22 per, for an estimated 
expenditure of about 13 
bucks. 

If my only vehicle option 
had been my ’67 Jaguar E- 
t 5 Ape, 1 wouldn’t have went, 
because the round trip 
would have cost me about 
$35 in premium fuel, about 
$2 in heavy weight engine 
oil, and about a day or two 
off my life expectancy, due 
to the physical and emo¬ 


tional stress of watching 
the Jaguar’s coolant tem¬ 
perature gauge flirting 
with disaster for two solid 
hours. But 1 did have the 
Sonic, so 1 went. Net result: 
1 used 11 “more” litres of 
gasoline than 1 would have, 
had 1 been Sonic-less. 

We take more car trips 
and drive more annual 
kilometres than we did 40 
years ago, and that means 
we consume more gasoline 
than we did 40 years ago, 
even factoring in the fan¬ 
tastic fuel efficiency gains 
we’ve made over the same 
period.

significantly less green¬ 
house gases per vehicle 


trip, because the vehicles 
run a lot cleaner, so that’s 
something. 

But if we collectively 
think we’ll fix everything 
by chipping away at the fu¬ 
el numbers, we won’t, be¬ 
cause the more fuel- 
efficient vehicles become, 
the cheaper it becomes to 
consume fuel. We’re on a 
path to efficiently consume 
more and more ftiel. 

Economists, especially 
those with a free market 
bent, tell us there is one, 
sure-fire way to change 
consumer behaviour — the 
brute force of high price. 

But do we want a world 


where fuel prices are so 
high only the rich get to 
drive? 1 say, “nay.” 

Actually 1 would say, 
“nay, nay, really nay.” 1 
guess we could also allo¬ 
cate fuel via a voucher sys¬ 
tem, as used by post-war 
Britain for many years. 

What would really help, 
however, is if someone 
came up with a new para¬ 
dox, one that would be eas¬ 
ier to get your head around 
than Jevons Paradox, and 
where the outcome would 
always be awesome. 

That’s your assignment 
for this week. No exten¬ 
sions.

How so? To free up cash 
to pay bills, some of the 
first items to be sold off are 
luxuiy pieces such as jewel- 
ly, watches ... and cars.

The bargain you couldn’t 
find a few years ago might 
just be out there now, but 
it’s important to not only 
consider a price that seems 
too good to be true, but also 
what’s hot and what repre¬ 
sents good value over the 
long run since a car bought 
in this economic climate 
could stand to gain consid¬ 
erable ground if and when 
markets and buyer confi¬ 
dence rebound. 

While prices have been 
out of this world for rare 
Corvettes, Pl 5 miouth ’Cuda 
models and plenty of other 
so-called muscle cars, Bob 
Varsha, who anchored 
Speed TV’s 40 hours of live 
Barrett-Jackson Collector 
Car Auction TV coverage in 


is quick to reassure car 
lovers of the bottom line. 

“You don’t have to spend 
$1 million to get a really 
cool car.” 

There are bargains 
aplenty to be had out there. 

There are numerous cars 
in the sub-$50,000 price 
range that can deliver a 
tremendous amount of 
bang for the buck and a lot 
of pleasure for their own¬ 
ers, but don’t require a sec¬ 
ond mortgage. 

The first task in search¬ 
ing for an older car is to set 
your personal priorities be¬ 
fore you begin shopping, 
says Barrett-Jackson chief 
executive officer Craig Jack- 
son. 

“What are your goals 


and objectives? What do 
you want to use the car for? 
Do you want a Sunday driv¬ 
er for the weekend, a car 
that you drive daily, some¬ 
thing that will appreciate in 
value ... or do you want 
creature comforts like a 
restomod (an old car with 
modem amenities)?” 

If you assess what you 
want ahead of time, it’s eas¬ 
ier to make the right choice 
and avoid a costly mistake. 

The bottom line, though, 
is whatever you choose, 
buy it for love, not in the 
hopes of a financial wind¬ 
fall. 

There are no sure bets, 
but if you’re in the market 
for a fim classic with some 
upside financial potential 


and aren’t sure where to be¬ 
gin, here are a few sugges¬ 
tions: 

1960s FORD MUSTANG 

Craig Jackson likes Mus¬ 
tangs, which were popular 
and plentiful in the 1960s 
and still are today. 

“1 always tiy to say for 
first-time collectors, get 
something like a Mus¬ 
tang.... They’re simple, and 
if they break, parts are veiy, 
veiy readily available and 
not that expensive. Just 
about anybody can work on 
them.” 

AMERICAN MOTORS AMX 

Made from 1968-70, the 
two-seat AMX was a niche 
muscle car, one perfect for 



owners willing to think out¬ 
side the box.

However, you have to be 
careful because bu 3 dng ex¬ 
otic cars such as this is only 
the beginning of the finan¬ 
cial commitment. 

According to Russo & 
Steele’s John Bemiss, “The 
only thing that holds those 
cars back are the mainte¬ 
nance costs. When you buy 
one of those cars, you want 
to be sure to get mainte¬ 
nance records so you know 
it’s been maintained prop¬ 
erly.”
